"When you . see a fellow arriving 
at. a stream with a long- aluminum 
pipe, don't stamp him for a bug or 
a nut for carrying such an outfit, for 
he has landed where almost all bait 
tossers land .after a few year's ex- 
perience in the art of tofelng bait. 
., Upon .investigation you. .will note 
that the little aluminum case con- 
tains a precious^ article dubbed a pet 
by the angler and commonly known 
as a one-piece bait casting rod. 


Now some of the old timers think 


that an article of this kind is a most 
unhandy outfit to tote around on ac- 
count of its length. Well, they are 
right, it is but — when it comes to 
casting qualities this toting is for- 
gotten entirely for the action of a 
one-piecer cannot be duplicated by 
any rod that contains metal ferrules.
